America went to work today with 
its dollars devalued by 40.94 per 
cent of their former gold con- 
tent, while the treasury jingled a 
$2,770,000,000 profit in its pockets 
and watched for jiggles in dollar 
levels abroad. 
President Roosevelt had at his 
command 
a stabilization 
fund 
made up of $2,000,000,000 of his 
new money. But early official in- 
dications were that it would not 
at once be wielded drastically. 
Further the United States was 
declared 
to be on a sort of 
"modified 'gold standard" or rath- 
er on an "international gold bul- 
lion standard." . 
By his unexampled steps yes- 
terday, Mr. Roosevelt

for "any and all gold". Any ma-

The 
first step was taken at 3:10 p. 
m. yesterday when the chief ex-

nine-tenths fine. 
The next went into full swing 
today when the New York Feder- 
al Reserve bank, acting for the 
treasury, offered $35 an ounce for 
gold and was prepared to sell on 
Washington's order.

Ad- 
vances of $1 to $3 or more a share 
predominated and the ticker tape 
was several minutes behind floor 
transactions as blocks of 1,000 to 
10,000 shares changed hands. Pri- 
ces were shaded later under prof- 
it-taking. 
The dollar opened a little high- 
er in terms of sterling and lower 
in relation to the French Franc.

SOVIET BfllOfliro Negro Lynched 


FOUND DEAD AFTER 


GONDOLA CRASHES 


HAD PREVIOUSLY REPORTED 
REACHING ALTITUDE NEAR- 


LT THIRTEEN MILES

MOSCOW, Jan. 31.—<*) 


—All three members of the 
crew of the Soviet strato- 
sphere balloon "Osoaviak- 
him" were killed between 
3:30 p. m. and 5:00 p-^m 
yesterday, several hundred 
kilometers southeast* of Mos- 
cow, heap the village of Potlskyo- 
strog. 


The disaster was announced of- 
ficially today by the Soviet civil 
aviation authorities after 24 hours 
of unconfirmed reports and ru- 
mors while a search went on for 
the fliers wto yesterday reported 
they had reached an altitude of 
67,885 feet. 


The official announcement said 
the crew was killed while attempt- 
ing: to land the great balloon. 


The 
balloon >bag • broke away 
from the gondola as it hit 
the 
ground in a hard landing. The 
force of the concussion killed the 
three occupants of the gondola 
and destroyed all the scientific 
instruments aboard. 
. Following the crash the bag tore 
loose from the gondola and disap- 
peared into the clouds. 
The official confirmation of the 
catastrophe came in an announce- 
ment to the Seventeenth All Union 
congress of the communist party 
and was made public by the for- 
eign office three hours later. 
Eye-witnesses reported hearing 
two explosions when the gondola 
hit the ground, indicating the bal- 
loon must have landed with ter- 
rific force.

The bodies of all three men were 


found in the shattered gondola. 
One of the bodies was described 
in the official announcement as 
mutilated beyond recognition 
A special commission was dis- 
patched from the capital to inves- 
tigate the disaster.

ity of a rupture was made by 
Kenkichi Yoshtzawa, former for- 
eign minister, 
during

time in the house of peers. 


He told his audience that if the 
Japanese and 
American 
navlea 
were to dictate the programs with 
which their respective govern- 
ments enter the naval conference 
scheduled for 1835, "a rupture 
would be invltable leading, if the 
pessimists' view Is accepted, to 
intensified 
naval 
competition— 
even If war is averted." 


"In view of these dangers," he 


said, "perhaps It would be better 
to abandon the conference alto- 
gether unless preliminary 'negotia- 
tions should show the possibili- 
ties of an agreement." 
Koki Hirota, foreign minister, 


who was present, expressed a

vague concurrence 
with Yoshirawa'B views.

This 
was considerably larger than sea- 
sonal and exceeded those of the 
closing month of 1932 by 22 per 
cent. In December sales in some 
lines were greater than in No- 
vember and In others the declines 
were less than seasonal. 


Due to active consumer buying,

DILLINGER, SWASHBUCKLING 


INDIANA BAD MAN, IS TAMED 
AND CONFESSES MANY CRIMES 


CROWN POINT, Tnd, Jan. 31. 


—<JP)—John Dillinger, .the swash- 
buckling Indiana bad man tamed 
by Arizona peace officers, was 
behind steel bars In the county 
Jail here today, apparently resign- 
ed to his fate—a fata which the 
state hopes will be his execution 
for killing a policeman. 


Apparently deserted by his pals 


who are reputed to have taken 
an oath to "kill coppers," 
the 


desperado was brought back to 
Indiana last night and placed in 
a solitary cell. 


There, while 
the state made 


preliminary plans to try him for 
thn slaying of Policeman Patrick 
O'Malley during a recent $20,000 
bank robbery at East Chicago, 
Ind., the gang leader began to 
talk, confessing, Prosecutor Rob- 
ert G. Estlll said, to robberies 
totaling over $250,000. He denied, 
however, he had slain Policeman 
O'Malley. 


"Dillinger," said the prosecutor, 
Is convinced he's going to burn 
so he's talking. He admitted bank 
robberies 
at 
Racine, Wis., 
St. 


Mary's, O., and Orecncastle, Ind., 
and said that it was his boys who I 


liberated him from the Lima, O., 
jail." 


It was during the. Lima jail de- 


livery that 
Sheriff 
Jess 
Sarber 
was shot to death. 


All fight out of him, Dillingcr 


talked agreeably with newspaper 
men and told them he had learn- 
ed In St. Louis before he went to 
Arizona, that John Hamilton, one 
of his henchmen, had been slain, 
but the authorities discounted the 
etory. 


Hamilton, one of the Indiana 


convicts who made a sensational 
escape 
from 
tho Indiana state 


prison at Michigan City last fall, 
is wanted in Chicago for slaying 
a 
policeman, and 
officials 
said 


they believed that Dillinger was 
attempting to "cover up" for his 
pal, 


Dillinger's 
airplane trip 
from 


the southwest was uneventful. He 
arrived In Chicago early last night 
chained to his real in the plane. 
Almost immediately he was sur- 
rounded 
by 
a large detail of 


heavily armed officers, and hus- 
tled into an automobile, which was 
one of about twenty filled with 
representatives of the law, for the 
trip to Crown Point.
